Friends may now engage in meaningless eulogy 
and enemies may sneer behind their hands, but as it 
was in life it remains in death; impervious to re- 
pioof while living Hamon can be no more indiffer­ 
ent to reproof w’hile dead. He was a hard-hitting, 
upstanding fighter who took his punishment like a 
man and never asked for mercy from those he op­ 
posed. And through it all his thoughts were of those 
who fought with him and for him, and it was for 
these he did his greatest work. 
This is a dark scene, this closing

of 
Hamon’s life, and slander and scandal stood hardby 
w’hile his soul was passing. Many bitter things will 
be said and much of a damaging nature will be 
suspected. But Jake Hamon is now7 beyond the reach 
of either praise or censure. In the meantime he oc­ 
cupies a large place in the hearts and memories of 
those he befriended and these will never let his mem­ 
ory entirely die.
